Widow Gets Letter Written In 1861. 
A letter written from Fort Washing­ 
ton, Md., May 30, 1S61, by Henry C. 
Russell, of Pottsville, Pa., a First De­ 
fender, reached his widow in Pottsville 
on Saturday through the regular chan­ 
nels of the United States mail. 


The letter was intrusted to a com­ 
rade, M. E. Richards, of Pottstown, to 
mail, and was never sent. 


Recently Mr. Richards died, and the 
letterfi, sealed and stamped, was found 
among some old papers. The letter was 
posted. 


The letter contained a piece of the 
shirty of Colonel E. E. Ellsworth, worn 
when he was shot and killed a short 
time before at Alexandria, Va., when 
he hauled down the Confederate flag 
from the Marshall hhuse. The letter is 
in an excellent state of preservation.

Representative Britton, of Illinois, 
sought Preside)^ Wilson’s views on 
his measures to provide a six-year 
single-term tenure fcr the president 
and the vice president of the United 
States, the abolition of nominating 
conventions, the nomination for presi­ 
dent and vice president at presiden­ 
tial preference primaries and direct 
elections without the use of presiden­ 
tial electors. 


Mr. Britten said on leaving 
the 
White House that the president fa­ 
vored the abolition of national conven­ 
tions for nominating purposes, but 
thought them necessary to draft party 
platforms. He declared that Mr. Wil­ 
son approved of presidential primar­ 
ies and direct election, which would 
shorten the ballot. 
On the six-year 
proposition, Mr. Britten said, the pres­ 
ident refrained from comment. 


Wilson to Visit Panama. 


Colonel George W. Goethals, chief 
engineer of the Panama canal, con­ 
ferred with President Wilson in Wash­ 
ington about his prospective visit to 
the canal zone. 


The president told the colonel he 
would visit the isthmus as soon as 
congress adjourned, but did not haz­ 
ard any guuss as to when that might 
be. 


Colonel Goethals said he expected 
to let the water into the canal about 
Oct. 1. 


“I can hold the water out for two 
weeks longer, however,“ said Colonel 
Goethals, “if the president should be 
delayed in getting down, as we want 
him to see the canal before the water 
is put in.“ 


BATTLE WITH 
MOROSWAS HOT 


Made Desperate Attempt to 


Rush American Lines. 


FOUGHT ON CRATER'S SIDE 


General 
Pershing 
Tells 
How 
the 


Tribesmen Were Beaten Back and 


Overwhelmed. 


“Probably no fiercer battle since 
American occupation,“ is the descrip­ 
tion by Brigadier General Pershing of 
the battle with the Moros at Bagsak, 
in the Philippines, in his report by ca­ 
ble to the war department at Wash­ 
ington. 


The Moros made desperate attempts 
to rush the American lines, but they 
were finally beaten back and over­ 
whelmed. Their leader, Amil, and sev­ 
eral other noted outlaws were reported 
killed, but the total loss of the Moros 
is not known. 


One 
American 
officer, Taylor A. 
Nichols, of the Philippins scouts, was 
killed; 
First 
Lieutenant Edwin H. 
Rackley, of the Philippine scouts, was 
slightly wounded, and three Philippine 
scouts, of the Fifty-first company, all 
natives, were killed. 


General Pershing's report was as 
follows: 


“On June 12 the Moros* resistance 
at Bagsak was formidable, and their 
fort and trenches on the precipitous 
side of the crater not only supported 
each other strongly, but were defend­ 
ed with modern arms. The Moros fa­ 
natically and continuously 
tried 
to 
rush the American lines, but the care­ 
ful disposition of our force held the 
American loss to a minimum. Prob 
ably there has been no fiercer battle 
since American occupation. 


“Major George C. Shaw, of the Phil­ 
ippine scouts, commanded the right 
wing, with Company M, Eighth regi­ 
ment, United States infantry, and the 
Fortieth company, Philippine scouts. 
Captain Taylor A. Nichols, of the Phil­ 
ippine 
scouts, 
commanded the left 
wing, with the Fifty-first, Fifty-second 
and Twenty-ninth companies, Philip­ 
pine scouts. A mounted gun was with 
each wing and proved of great assist­ 
ance. At the close of Thursday, Cap­ 
tain Patrick Moylan, of the Philippine 
scouts, with two companies, was sup 
porting the gun on Mount Bunga, and 
the American forces occupied a con­ 
trolling position on the rim of the 
crater. 


“First Lieutenant Bdwin H. Rackley. 
Philippine scouts, was slightly wouad- 
ed and three Moro scouts, of the Fifty- 
first company, were killed. 
Captain 
Taylor A. Nichols was killed in the 
early morning fight and Is a serious 
loss to the army. 
Amil and several 
leading outlaws reported killed. Other 
Moros losses still unknown.“ 


A cablegram 
from Major General 
Bell not only explains the reason for 
the attack upon the Moros' stronghold, 
but assumes responsibility with Gen­ 
eral Pershing. General Bell faid: 


“The fight at Bagsak was incident 
to the disarmament policy of the gov 
ernor general (Cameron Forbes) and 
the governor of the Moro province 
adopted after many months of patient 
but fruitless negotiations and marked 
by promises disregarded by the Moros 
A situation arose that I believe left no 
alternative. 
Amil 
and a relatively 
small following, occupying one ward of 
the island of Jolo, were the only Moroa 
who refused to give up their arms 
peacefully. Disarmament was generally 
desired by the Moros themselves. All 
of the rest surrendered 
their 
arm*- 
months ago, without resisting:. Under 
the circumstances it was impossible 
and unjust to disarmed Moros to pe 
mit a few of them to retain arms.“

Date Surprise.—Mix a tablespoonful 
of butter with a cup of sugar put into 
a saucepan and add a quart of milk, 
bring to the boiling point and ,thicken 
with four tablespoonfuls of cornstarch 
which has been mixed with a little 
cold milk; cook eight minutes, stir­ 
ring constantly, flavor with almond ex­ 
tract and add a cup of pitted and 
chopped dates and a few drops of van­ 
illa. 
Pour into sherbet glasses and 
set away to cool. 
Serve 
decorated 
with pitted dates. 


Pork 
Sausage 
In 
Batter.—Brown 
pork sausage, then place in a baking 
pan and cover with Yorkshire pudding 
batter, made as follows: 
Mix a half 
teaspoonful of salt, a cup of flour, two 
well beaten eggs and a cup of milk; 
pour over the 
sausage 
and 
bake. 
Serve from the baking dish. 


Grilled Breast oi Lamb.—Put 
the 
breast, well wiped, into boiling water 
and simmer for two hours; add an 
onion and a stalk of celery. When tho 
meat is tender the bones may be re­ 
moved and the meat tied up into a 
roll; brown in a little butter and serve 
witfi lima beans or green peas. 


Dainty 
Salad.—Arrange slices 
of 
pineapple with the centers removed 
on lettuce, lay a ball of cheese in 
each center and serve with French 
dressing. 


Chicken Salad.—Take four cups of 
finely cut chicken, two cups of minced 
celery, one green pepper minced, one 
tablespoonful of onion juice and suffi-. 
cient dressing as needed. 


Green apples and onions cooked to­ 
gether with a little bacon fat or salt 
pork are also delicious served with 
beefsteak.

Newr York.—I have been a burglar 
ever since I was fourteen years old, 
! and I know the business from top to 


j bottom. 
There isn’t a genuine pro- 
I fesional in the country that I am not 
; acquainted with, and at some time or 
1 other I have not worked side by side 
with the moat of them. 


! 
Until 20 years ago burglary was 
a pretty good business; that is, so 
! far as any kind of crookedness can be 
good business. In the last few years, 


' however, a whole lot of things have 
I happened. People have begun keep­ 
ing their valuables in safe deposit 
vaults. There have been some big im­ 
provements in police methods. Most 
of all, the general public has come to 
pay some attention to criminals in- 
: stead of just sending them to prison, 
where they are bound to get worse in­ 
stead of better. The result has been 
that burglary as a trade has grown 
■ less and less profitable and the young 
i fellows, instead of starting Into it, 
have 
either 
turned 
straight 
or 


• gone into some safer kind of crooked 
work. 


I think 1 am right in saying that 
nine-tenths of the professional bur­ 
glars alive today are old-timers like 
myself. We got our training in the 
days when people kept the bank ac­ 
count under the bed. We used to have 
some pretty soft pickings, all right, 
and If things were still as easy as they 
were then I don’t think all the po­ 
lice and prison reform in the world 
v/ould do any good. 
But times have 
changed and the profits 
aren’t 
big 
enough any more to attract the kind 
of men who turn their work into a 
profession. 


I don’t say all the present-day jobs 
are pulled off by old-timers. There’s 
a lot of work done now, just as there 
was 
20 
years ago, by kids. 
The 
difference is that under the old condi­ 
tions the kids generally turned into 
professionals, while, as things go now, 
they get caught after a job or two, 
and when they’ve done a litle stretch 
in state prison either reform or get 
into some line of work that 
pays 
better and costs less. 


You can take my own case, for in­ 
stance. 1 was a fourteen-year-old kid, 
peddling papers on the street, when 
“Red” Leary picked me up and taught 
me the business. 
You wouldn’t see 
anything like that happening 
now. 
The juvenile societies would get busy 
and queer the game before it got 
started, 
if there d been 
a juveuile 
society 40 years ago I might have 
been saved a whole lot of trouble. As 
it was, I learned the business under 
one of the best professionals in the 
country, and 
when I was eighteen 
years old knew enough about it to 
start out on my own hook. 


JBven thed if things had been the 
way they are now 1 might have turned 
straight. 
I 
didn’t 
.xave what you 
would call the criminal instinct. 
1 
was a pretty bright kid with a quick 
mind, lots of health and a knack of 
making friends. 
1 didn’t have any 
more bad habits than the average boy. 
} liked to wear good clothes and chase 
around with the girls, but 1 didn't 
have any desire for drink and things 
along that line. 
I came of honest, 
hard-working parents, and the chances 
are that with half a show Id have 


| tu r ed out tue same way myself. 
The 
actual business 
of 
stealing 
didn’t 
make any hit with me; I kn*w it was 
wrong and that there couldn’t any 
good come of it. Right here I want 
to say that I feel the same way about 
stealing today, although I have been 
a thief all my life, and if I got out of 
prison would probably be one again. 
It wasn’t the wish to do wrong that 
made me a crook. It was just that 
I wanted money and burglary looked 
like the easiest way of getting It. 


It was easy, too. The first trick I 
turned alone netted me $450, and at 
that I only got about a third of the 
real value of my haul, owing to the 
fact that I did not know any reliable 
fence and had to dispose of my stuff 
to a pawnbroker. I then tied up with 
a couple of experts named “Chuck” 
Sullivan and Jim Rice—both dead now 
—and we toured the country together, 
averaging $200 or $300 each a week. 
No professionals alive could do that 
now let alone a kid just starting in at 
the business. 
When we got into a 
house all we. had to do was to locate 
the place were they kept the jewelry 
and we were ready to beat it with a 
rood profit. That wouldn't work now, 
because most people who have valu­ 
able Jewelry keep it In the safe de­ 
posit vault. 
But it worked then, 
and for six years I made money as 
easy as though I were picking It up 
out of the street 
In 1883 I dropped for ray first ex­ 
perience In prison. I had got into a 
house in New York city, and while 
going through it was surprised by the 
return of the owners. There were two 
men. I put up the biggest fight of my 
life, but they got me. I pleaded guilty 
to a charge of burglary, and was sen­ 
tenced to Elmira reformatory. I want 
to say right here that it would have 
be3n better for myself and better for 
the community if I had 
been 
sen­ 
tenced to die. 
Any reform I had in 
me was Boon taken out. The reforma­ 
tory is still bad, but in those days it 
was simply a school of crime. 


It’s a funny thing, when I stop 
to think of any of the fellows I’ve 
worked with, it’s fifty to one that I 
met them in prison. Two months after 
I got out of Elmira I was working 
with the former Lew Warner, who 
while I was 
behind 
the 
bars 
had 
coached me for 
the 
examinations 
which I had to take before I could get 
my 
parole! 
For years afterward I 
kept remeeting old prison mates, and 
; on at least two occasions when I had 
determined to turn over a new leaf It 
was these meetings which put 
me 
back where I had started. 
Nearly all 
my palB have been men I have met in 
Elmira, Sing Sing or Dannemora—not 
the people I have become acquainted 
with on the outside. 


“It will be this way, I suppose, just 
as long as prisons exist. 
Only those 
who are acquainted with sujL condi­ 
tions can realize the advantages of the 
present system of paroling first of­ 
fenders. Any way 1 look at it the state 
was foolish to send me to Elmira. 
It 
didn t impress me with the majesty of 
the law, because I got out by a trick, 
just as lots of others do. Lew Warner 
not only coached me for my examina­ 
tions but framed it up with a friend 
on the outside—a fence—to vouch for 
my future good behavior. It was a 
careful frame-up and it worked. It's 
just as well that it did, because the 
reformatory watn’t teaching me any­ 
thing but bad. 
There were official 
abuses, just as there are and always 
must be in all prisons, and these made 
me hate society. 


Now, I had been a thief for a good 
many years, but I had never before 
felt it was justified 
After my re­ 
formatory term I always excused my­ 
self with the thought that I was get­ 
ting back at society. My three bits in 
SUig Sing and Dannemora—I 
have 
spent 
about 
15 
years 
in 
prison 


gitogether—served to strengthen this 
ieeiing. 
Experience has taught me 


{ that 99 out or every 100 profession*« 
tool the same way. 


Any one can see that this Is a bad 
thing. The recent prison reforms have 
done a good deal to remedy It, but It 
can never be made completely right 
until things are fixed so that every 
prisoner 
will 
feel he Is getting a 
square deal. 1 don’t mean by this that 
he ought to be given feather beds and 
porterhouse steak, but I do think that 


• he should be treated a little more like 
a man. 
He ought to be paid, for'in­ 
stance, at the rate of five or ten cents 
a day for his labor, so he will have a 
little money when ho gets out 
But 
this is a long subject and I will not 
say any more about it just here. 
A 
good deal has been done, and at any 
rate conditions are a whole lot better 
than they used to be. In proportion, 
I think, to their future improvement 
the number of professional criminals 
will grow less. 


About eight months after leaving 
Blmira I invented the “gas inspector'* 
game. 
It was the best thing I ever 
thought up. 
Under cover of wanting 
to Inspect the meter I w'ould size up 
a house, and if It looked worth the 
trouble, come back later 
and 
go 
through it 
If the opportunity was 
good I sometimes did my work on the 
spot 
It was a good game ana made 
me many thousands of dollars, but, 
like all such things, it finally played 
out. 
I haven’t touched 
it 
for 
15 
or 20 years, but it was so good that I 
still read occasionally of some ama­ 
teur using it with success. 
» 


This is a good point to illustrate the 
difference between the old-timer and 
the modern burglar, so-called. 
The 
old-timer, being a professional, turned 
all his braius to his business. The re­ 
sult was that he invented new games. 
The “burglar” of today, on the other 
hand, doesn’t 
invent anything. 
He 
simply plays the old games. As every­ 
body, even the police, knows them, he 
gets nabbed. 


I made—and spent—a half-million 
dollars in 30 years of burglary. 
If 
I were starting out today I would be 
lucky to average the wages of a day 
laborer. I know of one argument that 
will convinco the average mau when 
everything else fails. That argument, 
so far as my experience goes, applies 
in an abstract way to ail forms of 
crookedness; to burglary it applies 
in terms of cash as well. It doesn t 
pay. 


CRIME AMONG THE ANIMALS 


They Imitate All of the Many Vari­ 
eties of Human Wrong 
Doings. 


It has recently been asserted by fol­ 
lowers of Lombroso, the great special­ 
ist of criminals and their particular 
brain processes, that every variety-of 
human wrong doing finds its counter­ 
part in the crime committed by ani­ 
mals, and birds, and insects. 


Among bees, for instance, are found 
frequent instances of deliberate theft 
These thieves of the hive in order to 
save themeslves the trouble of work­ 
ing attack the workers in masses, 
kill them, rob the hives, and then 
carry off the booty. 
After they have 
done that a few times they seem to 
have developed a criminal taste and 
form into large and formidable bandit 
colonies that terrorize 
all 
peaceful, 
hard-working and law-abiding mem­ 
bers of the bee 
family. 
CuriouBly 
enough, it has been proved that the 
bellicose members’ inay be produced 
artificially by giving them honey and 
brandy to drink. After a few doses of

Stole $1,400,000; Freed In Court, 
Conforming 
with

agreement 
which had been made by all parties 
In interest and for the protection of 
the depositors and stockholders of the 
Merchants’ Union Trust company, Wal­ 
ter S. Shourds, former superintendent 
of the safe deposit vaults of the trust 
company, who stole 
securities and 
cash to the amount of more than $1, 
400,000, appeared before Judge Hall, of 
Elk county, in quarter sessious court 
in Philadelphia, and the 'indictment 
against him was submitted to a jury 
for a verdict of not guilty. The full 
value of the securities and money was 
returned by Shourds some months ago. 


In presenting the case in court Dis­ 
trict Attorney Rotan laid all the facts 
before the judge. 
Shourds was origi­ 
nally employed by the Union Trust 
company and was retained when that 
company merged with the Merchants* 
Trust company. 


In the latter part of last September 
a year ago officials of the trust com­ 
pany informed the district attorney 
that Shourds had disappeared and that 
shortages aggregating between $25,0U0 
and $30,000 had been uncovered.

Editor Get» Jail Ttrm , 


Alexander Scott, the editor of th* 
Weekly Issue, in Newark, N. J., a pa 
per which has been supporting the 
silk mill strikers, was sentenced tc 
serve an indeterminate prison term ol 
not less than a year nor more than 
fifteen years, and to pay a fine of $250, 
for “inciting hostility against the gov 
eminent.” 


Kditor Scott announced 
that 
'he 
would appeal from the sentence. Sen 
tencing of the thirty-eight men am» 
women convicted of unlawful assem 
blage was deferred. 


Union Men Are Charged With Con­ 
spiring to Raise Wages to Prevent 
Competition of West Virginia Oper­ 
ators. 
President John P. W hite and eigh­ 
teen other officials of the United Mine 
'Workers of America were indicted in 
the federal court in Charleston, W, 
Va. ,on a charge of violating the Sher­ 
man anti-trust law. 


It is alleged that they conspired with 
the coal operators of western Pennsyi* 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois to 
raise wages in the West Virginia coal 
fields so as to prevent its competition 
with the other four states in the west­ 
ern market. 


Further indictments that have re* 
suited from the coal strike were re­ 
turned by the federal 
grand 
jury. 
These 
indictments 
charge 
peonage 
against the W. H. Thomas Coal and 
Coke company, W. J. Pritchard, super­ 
intendent, and Samuel Tabor and Wil­ 
liam Thomas, employes. It is charged 
that the detendants arrested four min­ 
ers and held them to work out a debt. 
The coal company operates in Mercer 
county, W. Va. 


The indictments 
returned against 
the nineteen union officials are said to 
be the first ever made against the of­ 
ficials of the United Mine Workers of 
America charging them with violating 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 
It was 
commented that the indictment comes 
at a time when federal legislation is 
pending exempting labor unions from 
the provisions of the Sherman law. 


The information on which the indict* 
ment is based is said to have been the 
result of an extended probe into con­ 
ditions by District Attorney Harold A, 
Ritz, of Bluefield, W. Va., and his as­ 
sistant, H. D. Rummel, of Charleston. 


The 
indictments charge that the 
nineteen men, affiliated with the Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers of America, did in 
Kanawha county, W. Va., and within 
the jurisdiction of the federal district 
court, engage in a combination and 
conspiracy in restraint of trade and 
commerce in the several states. 
The 
offense is said to have started Sept. l t 
1912, and continued since. 


It is charged that the indicted men 
have been agents and members of “an 
unincorporated voluntary organization 
of individuals as a labor union known 
as the United Mine Workers of Amer­ 
ica, having many thousands of mem­ 
bers, who 
unlawfully combined and 
conspired together with the object and 
intent of unionizing and making mem­ 
bers of said organization the laborers 
employed in and around the coal mines 
of the state of West Virginia, in ordei 
that and with the intent that said or­ 
ganization by regulating the wage to 
be paid to said laborers for their work 
could and would be fixed and control 
the price at which the coal mines in 
the state of W est Virginia could com­ 
pete with coal mined in the western 
part of Pennsylvania and in the states 
of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois in the 
m arkets of the states of the United 
States outside of W est Virginia.” 


Continuing, it is stated: “The organ­ 
ization fixes the wages of the miners 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois, and it now intends to unionize 
the miners of West Virginia, and, if 
successful, to' fix the price at which 
coal of West Virginia could be sold in 
the outside markets named, thus per­ 
mitting the competitive states to com­ 
pete more favorably in the western 
markets wit1* the product shipped from 
West Virginia.” 


Wilson For Direct Choice. 


Representative Britten, of Illinois, 
sought President Wilson’s views on 
his measures to provide a six-year 
gingle-term tenure for the president 
and the vice president of the United 
States, the abolition of nominating 
conventions, the nomination for presi­ 
dent and vice president at presiden­ 
tial preference primaries and direct 
elections without the use of presiden­ 
tial electors. 


Mr. Britten said on leaving 
the 
White House that the president fa­ 
vored the abolition of national conven­ 
tions for nominating purposes, but 
thought them necessary to draft party 
platforms. He declared that Mr. Wil­ 
son approved pf presidential primar­ 
ies and direct election, which would 
shorten the ballot. 
On the six-year 
proposition, Mr. Britten said, the pres­ 
ident refrained from comment. 


Accused of Large Theft. 


Accused 
by Richard K. Fox, for 
many years publisher of the Police 
Gazette in New York, of haying stolen 
$(50,000 to $75,000 from him in the last 
ten years, George A, Oxx, general real 
estate, financial and business manager, 
and Adolph Chudoba, his cashier, were 
locked up in the Tombs. 


Fox had been puzzled for a month 
or more by the unusual prosperity of 
Oxx. 
Though in his employ as man­ 
ager for twenty-three years at a very 
moderate salary, Oxx had been making 
considerable investments in expensive 
real estate deals. 


Prefers Asylum to New York. 


Thomas Sheehan, who escaped from 
the State Insane Asylum at Pough 
keepsie, N. Y., surrendered to the New 
York police.

Charles H. Cramp, former head of 
William Cramp & Sons, died atter a 
lingering illness, at the home of his 
son, Courtland D. Cramp, in Philadel­ 
phia. Mr. Cramp wa eighty-ftye years 
old on May 8, and had been in feeble 
health for some time. A fluonth or so 
ago he began to grow weaker and sank 
gradually until the end came.

Among the many oddities in Japan 
which are enormously big in the out­ 
ward form, but are in reality exceed­ 
ingly small, we must count the Kwan- 
non of Askusa, which is scarcely three 
inches in height and yet is house^J in 
a colossal edifice known as the Kwan* 
non Temple. 


On the other-hand, there are not a 
few things which at first sight appear 
extremely small and insignificant and 
which in truth assume gigantic dimen­ 
sions. To this latter category belongs 
the saiseu (offerings) daily, hourly, 
nay, every minute, unceasingly thrown 
into the offertory chests before the 
same Kwan-non Temple of 
Askusa. 
The Nichi Nichi has an interesting 
paragraph concerning the recepts of 
the Kwan non Temple accruing from 
the 20 offertory boxes placed at va­ 
rious places within the temple com­ 
pound. 
The following is the latest 
information upon the subject: 


At certain stated days all the saisen 
coffers are emptied under the joint su­ 
pervision of four responsible priests, 
and mountains of coins of various de­ 
scriptions are piled up. 
One-lialf of 
these coins are five rin coppers, while 
40 per cent, of the whole are 
sen 
coins, the' remainder being nickels, 
small silver 
and old-fashioned 
rin 
coins with square holes. 
Sometimes 
the priests find paper money, even of 
as high denomination as 5'yen and 10 
yen. 


Every 10 days these heterogeneous 
masses of small coins are exchanged 
into convenient and uniform currency 
or checks. Two money changers named 
Messrs. Yamada and Hayakawa are 
regularly intrusted with this custom. 
The receipts vary according to vari­ 
ous seasons, and in the festive season 
of the fiower season, such as the pres­ 
ent. no less than 1,500 yen is obtained 
every 10 days. 
Even when the sea­ 
son is unfavorable the receipts will 
not go below 700 or 800 yen, and the 
average monthly income from the 20 
offertory coffers amount 
to 
4,000 
yen. 


The manner of exchange is some­ 
what unique. 
It Is not conducted on 
the commission basis usually adopt­ 
ed. 
The coins are exchanged, not ad 
valorem, but specifically, so to say. 
All the coins are jumbled out upon 
large scales and weighed, and the ex­ 
changers take them all indiscriminate­ 
ly by weight, paying 5 yen for every 
kwan*of the heterogeneous coins. 


The regular monthly takings of 4,- 
000 yen, from the 
offertory 
chests 
alone is certainly a good income; but 
we are reminded at the same time 
that the expenditures defrayed by the 
temple authorities regularly is by no 
means inconsiderable. 
When w*e are 
told that for the^repairs of the temple 
buildings .alone an outlay 
of 
from 
6,000 yen to 10.000 yen is required per 
annum we can form some idea of the 
expenses in other directions. 


The various tests, for color blind­ 
ness have come into practical use in 
the examination of railroad engineers 
j and the like, where the ability to dis­ 
tinguish colors is necessary, so 
that 
these tests are no longer peculiar to 
the laboratory. 
But it is not gener­ 
ally known outside the laboratory that 
everybody is partially color blind— 
that is, in certain parts of the field of 
vision. 
The most normal individual 
can see all the colors only when he 
looks directly at them. 
If looked at 
from an angle of about fifteen degrees 
red and greeu can no longer be seen, 
but in their places will appear shades 
of yellow or blue. 
This region of the 
eyes is known as the yellow-blue zone. 
If the color be moved still farther to 
the side the yellow and blue will dis­ 
appear and only gray can be seen. 
This region is known as the zone of 
complete color 
blindness. 
An inter­ 
esting theory in regard to those zones 
is that every normhl eye represents 
three stages of evolution. 
The zone 
of complete color blindness is the low­ 
est stage, and appears in such ani­ 
mals as the frog, whose 
vision 
is 
known as shadow vision. 
The 
blue- 
yellow zone is one step higher in the 
scale, although not 
clearly 
marked 
off in the animal kingdom. 
And the 
appearance of 
the 
red*green 
zone 
marks the highest stage of evolution. 
Cases of color blindness are, accord­ 
ing to this theory, a lack of develop­ 
ment beyond the early stage of indi­ 
vidual life.--Strand Magazine.

The Missouri cases were the first 
taken up, and the court held that the 
rates prescribed under the state law 
to be confiscatory on the St. Louis & 
Hannibal, 
Kansas 
City, 
Clinton & 
Springfield, and Chicago Great West 
Springfield, and Chicago Great West­ 
ern railroads, but valid as to the St. 
Louis Southwestern, the Missouri Pa­ 
cific, the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Bouthern,* the Wabash, the Chicago, 


\ Milwaukee & St. Paul and the Chicago 
& Alton. 
* The court also sustained the rates 
of the Missouri law as to the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe, the Kansas City 
Southern, 
the 
Missonii, Kansas & 
Texas, the Chicago, Hoik Island and 
Pacific (including the St. Louis, Kan­ 
sas City and Colorado), and the St. 
Louis & San Francisco. 


The decision holding the rates con­ 
fiscatory 
and 
theiefore 
unconstitu­ 
tional as to the Chicago Great West­ 
ern was made to apply, by virtue of a 
stipulation between the state and the 
railroads, to the Quincy, Omaha & 
Kansas City railroad and the St. Jo­ 
seph & Grand Island railway. 


The/ constitutionality of a state two 
cent 
passenger 
law or a maximum 
freight law was determined in the 
Minnesota case, where the court held 
that a state had a right to pass such 
laws, provided the rates imposed un­ 
der them were not confiscatory. This 
same application was made to the Mis­ 
souri case. The decision Is partly a 
victory 
for 
Missouri, as the lower 
court had held the rates confiscatory 
cm all the roads. 


Taking up the Burlington case first, 
Justice Hughes pointed out that the 
assessment value had been multiplied 
by three to reach a value for rates. He 
declared that if that basiB were ex­ 
tended to the whole Burlington system 
ike value upon which rates are to be 
Itased would exceed by $115,000,000 the 
capitalization of the system. 


He declared that tl:e revenue basis, 
adopted by the lower court to appor* 
tlon the cost of interstate and intra- 
slate business was too general, when 
actual tests could be made. 


In the St. Louis and Hannibal, Jus­ 
tice Hughes said neither the experts 
ior the railroads or for the state could 
find a basis on which the rates would 
be remunerative. 


In the West Virginia case the state 
two-cent passenger law was upheld 
as valid by the supreme court affirm­ 
ing the decision of the supreme court 
of appeals of West Virgiuia. 


Justice Hughes said the question of 
interference with interstate commerce 
was decided in favor of the state for 
the reasons assigned in the Minnesota 
rate decision. No question of confisca­ 
tion was presented in the West Vir­ 
ginia case. 


The supreme court also upheld as 
valid the rates imposed by the Oregon 
railroad commission out of Portland, 
thus affirming the federal court of thai 
state. 


The Arkansas maximum freight rate 
law and the two-cent passenger fare 
lgtw also were upheld as valid.

FOUGHT ON GRATER'S 
SIDE 


General 
Pershing 
Tells 
How 
the 
Tribesmen Were Beaten Back and 
Overwhelmed, 


"Probably no 
fiercer 
battle 
since 
American occupation," is the descrip- 
tion by Brigadier General Pershing of 
the battle with the Moros at Bagsak, 
In the Philippines, iu his report by ca* 
ble to the war department at Wash- 
ington. 


The Moros made desperate attempts 
to rush the American lines, but they 
were 
finally 
beaten back and over- 
whelmed. Their leader, Amil, and sev- 
eral other noted outlaws were reported 
killed, but the total loss of the Moros 
is not known. 


One 
American 
officer, Taylor A, 
Nichols, of the Phlllpplns scouts, was 
killed; 
First 
Lieutenant Edwin H. 
Rackley, of the Philippine scouts, was 
slightly wounded, and three Philippine 
scouts, of the Pifty-flrst company, all 
natives, were killed. 


General Pershing's report was aa 
follows: 


"On June 12 the Moros' resistance 
at Bagsak was formidable, and their 
fort and trenches on the precipitous 
side of the crater not only supported 
each other strongly, but were defend- 
ed with modern arms. 
The Moros fa- 
natically and continuously 
tried 
to 
rush the American lines, but the care- 
ful disposition of our force held the 
American loss to a minimum. Prob 
ably there has been no fiercer battle 
since American occupation. 


"Major George C. Shaw, of the Phil- 
ippine scouts, commanded the right 
wing, with Company M, Eighth regi- 
ment, United States infantry, and the 
Fortieth company, Philippine scouts. 
Captain Taylor A. Nichols, of the Phil- 
ippine 
scouts, 
commanded the left 
wing, with the Fifty-first, Fifty-second 
and Twenty-ninth companies, Philip- 
pine scouts. A mounted gun was with 
each wing and proved of great assist- 
ance, At the close of Thursday, Cap- 
tain Patrick Moylan, of the Philippine 
scouts, with two companies, was sup 
porting the gun on Mount Bunga, and 
the American forces occupied a con- 
trolling position on the rim of 
the 
crater. 


"First Lieutenant Bdwin H. Rackler. 
Philippine scouts, was slightly wouad- 
ed and three Moro scouts, of the Fifty- 
first 
company, were killed. 
Captain 
Taylor A. Nichols was killed in the 
early morning fight and is a serious 
loss to the army. 
Amil and several 
leading outlaws reported killed. Other 
Moros losses still unknown." 


A cablegram 
from Major (General 
Bell not only explains the reason for 
the attack upon the Moros' stronghold, 
but assumes responsibility with Gen- 
eral Pershing. 
General Bell fald: 


"The fight at Bagsak was Incident 
to the disarmament policy of the gov 
ernor general (Cameron Forbes) and 
the governor of the Moro province 
adopted after many months of patient 
but fruitless negotiations and marked 
by promises disregarded by the Moros 
A situation arose that I believe left no 
alternative. 
Amil 
and a relatively 
small following, occupying one ward of 
the Island of Jolo, were the only Moros 
who refused to give up their arms 
peacefully. Disarmament was generally 
desired by the Moros themselves. 
All 
of the rest surrendered 
their 
arm*- 
months ago, without resisting. Under 
the circumstances it was impossibU 
and unjust to disarmed Moros to pe 
mlt a few of them to retain arms." 


The scene of the Moros' lasi s^a-id 
was on the small island of Jolo, n*»' 
much larger than the District of Co- 
lumbia.

SUBSTITUTES. 


After Running Around Circle Several ' 
Times the Animal Leaped the Low 
Ringside and Dashed Off Through 
the Arena, and Then Back.

dishes. 


Nut Timbales.—Crush 
a cup 
oí 
hickory nut meats and roll very fine; 
add two well beaten eggs, one-fourth 
of a cup of bread crumbs, a cup of 
thin cream, half a teaapoonful of salt 
and a few dashes of red pepper. 
Line 
tlmbale molds with strips of pimento, 
and turn In the mixture. 
Put the 
molds in a basin of boiling water and 
bake 
a moderate oven for twenty 
minutes. 
Unmold 
and serve 
with 
cream sauce. 


Nuts and mushrooms served in a 
white sauce in ramekins makes a de- 
licious entree. 


Nut Chowder.—Cook 
slowly 
until 
tender two cups of pecan nut meats- 
(elther chopped or broken) in four 
cups of water, then strain and add 
a half cup each of diced potatoes and 
carrots, two small onions thinly sliced, 
two tablesponfuls 
of 
green ^ pepper 
chopped and two cups of stewed to- 
matoes. 
Cook until the diced vegeta- 
bles are soft, without losing the shape, 
and turn the mixture into a colander 
to drain. 


Mix in carefully the nut meats and 
turn into a hot serving dish. 
Reheat 
the stock in which the 
vegetables 
were cooked, thicken with two tabltr- 
sponfuls each of peanut butter and 
flour 
cooked 
together; 
cook 
until 
smooth, and pour over the vegetables 
and serve. 


Lentil Fillets—Wash one 
cup 
of 
lentils and soak over night. 
In the 
morning drain and parboil In fresh 
boiling water thirty minutes; 
drain 
and cook until soft in sufficient boil- 
ing water to cover; rub through 
a 
sieve and to the puree add a fourth 
of a cup of olivé oil. one cup of fine 
graham 
bread 
crumbs, one cup of 
strained tomatoes to which a speck 
of soda has been added, one cup of 
filberts 
chopped and crushed 
to a 
paste, a tablespoonful each of grated 
celery and onion. 
Season with mixed 
herbs, salt and pepper. 
Mix well and 
mold in the form of fillets, place In a 
well oiled pan and brown in a quick 
oven. 
Serve with tomato sauce.

The result has been 
that burglary as a trade has grown 
less and less profitable and the young 
fellows. Instead of starting into It, 
have 
either 
turned 
straight 
or 
gone into some safer kind of crooked 
work. 


I think I am right in saying that 
nine-tenths of 
the professional bur- 
glars alive today are old-timers like 
myself. 
We got our training in the 
days when people kept the bank ac- 
count under the bed. We used to have 
some pretty soft pickings, all 
right, 
and If things were still as easy as they 
were then I don't think all the po- 
lice and prison reform in the world 
vyould do any good. 
But times have 
changed and the profits 
aren't 
big 
enough any more to attract the kind 
of men who turn their work into a 
profession. 


I don't say all the present-day Jobs 
are pulled off by old-timers. There's 
a lot of work done now, just as there 
was 
20 
years 
ago, by kids. 
The 
difference is that under the old condi- 
tions the kids generally turned ijjto 
professionals, while, as things go now, 
they get caught after a job or two, 
and when they've done a lltle stretch 
in state prison either reform or get 
into some line of work that 
pays 
better and costs less. 


You can take my own case, for in- 
stance. I was a fourteen-year-old kid, 
peddling papers on the street, when 
"Red" Leary picked me up and taught 
me the business. 
You wouldn't see 
anything like that 
happening 
now. 
The juvenile societies would get busy 
and queer 
the 
game 
before it got 
started. 
If there d been 
a 
juvenile 
society 
40 years 
ago I might have 
been saved a whole lot of trouble. As 
It was, I learned the business under 
one of the beat professionals in the 
country, and 
when I 
was eighteen 
years old knew enough about It to 
start out on my own hook.

would call the criminal 
instinct. 
1 
was a pretty bright kid with a quick 
mind, lots of health and a knack of 
making friends.

but I didn't 
have any desire for drink and things 
along that line. 
I came of honest, 
hard-working parents, and the chances 
are that with half a show I'd

wrong and that there couldn't 
any 
good come of it. Right here I want 
to say that I feel the same way about 
stealing today, although I have been 
a thief all my life, and if I got out of 
prison would probably be one again. 
It wasn't the wish to do wrong that 
made me a crook. 
It was just that 
I wanted money and burglary looked 
like the easiest way of getting It. 


It was easy, too. The first trick I 
turned alone netted me $450, and at 
that I only got about a third of the 
real value of my haul, owing to the 
fact that I did not know any reliable 
fence and had to dispose of my stuff 
to a pawnbroker. I then tied up with 
a couple of experts named "Chuck" 
Sullivan and Jim Rice—both dead now 
—and we toured the country together, 
averaging $200 or $300 each 
a week. 
No professionals alive could do that 
now let alone a kid just starting In at 
the business. 
When we got into a 
house all we. had to do was to locate 
the place were they kept the jewelry 
and we were ready to beat it with a 
food profit. That wouldn't work now, 
because most people who have valu- 
able Jewelry keep it in the safe de- 
posit vault. 
But It worked 
then, 
and for six years I made money as 
easy as though I were picking it up 
out of the street. 


In 1883 I dropped for my first ex- 
perience In prison. I had got into a 
house in New York city, and 
while 
going through it was surprised by the 
return of the owners. There were two 
men. I put up the biggest fight of my 
life, but they got me. I pleaded guilty 
to a charge of burglary, and was sen- 
tencjd to Elmira reformatory. I want 
to say right here that it would have 
be3n better for myself and better for 
the community if I had 
been 
sen- 
tenced to die. 
Any reform I had in 
mo was soon taken out. The reforma- 
tory is still bad, but In those days it 
was simply a school of crime. 


It's a funny thing, when 
I stop 
to think of any of the fellows I've 
worked with, it's fifty to one that I 
met them in prison. Two months after 
I got out of Elmira I was working 
with the former Lew Warner, who 
while I was 
behind 
the 
bars 
had 
coached me 
for 
the 
examinations 
which I had to take before I could get 
my 
parole! 
For years afterward I 
kept remeetlng old prison mates, and 
on at least two occasions when I had 
determined to turn over a new leaf It 
was these meetings which put 
me 
back where I had started. 
Nearly ail 
my pals have been men I have met In 
Elmira. Sing tiing or Dannemora—not 
the people I have become acquainted 
with on the outside. 


"It wjjj be this way, I suppose. Just 
as long as prisons exist. 
Only those 
who are acquainted with sujl. condì- 
tions can realize the advantages of the 
present system of paroling first of- 
fenders. Any way I look at it the state 
was foolish to send me to Elmira 
It 
didn t impress me with the majesty of 
the law, because I got out by a trick 
just as lots of others do Lew Warner 
not only coached me for my examina- 
tions but framed it up with a friend 
on tbe outside—a fence—to vouch for 
my future good behavior. 
It was a 
careful frame-up and it worked. 
It's 
just as Weil that it did, because the 
reformatory watn't teaching me any- 
thing but bad. 
There were 
ofiiclal 
abuses, just as there are and always 
must be in aJl prisons, and these made 
me hate society. 


Now, I had been a thief for a good 
many years, but I had never before 
felt It was justified 
After my re- 
formatory term I always excused my- 
self with tbe thought that I was get* 
ting back at society. My three bits in 
Slag Smg and Dannemora—1 
have 
spent 
about 
15 
years 
in 
prison 
gitogether—served to strengthen this 
leelmg. 
Ext»erience has 
taught 
me 


{ that 99 out of every lOo professional» 
io.Q] the same way. 


Any one can see that this 
a bad 
thing. The recent prison reforms have 
done a good deal to remedy it, but It 
can never be made completely right 
until things are fixed so that every 
prisoner 
will 
feel he Is getting a 
square dpal. I don't mean by this that 
he ought to be given feather bpdaand 
porterhouse steak, but I do think that 
' he should be treated a little more like 
a man. 
He ought to be paid, for in- 
stance, at the rate of five or ten cents 
a day for his labor, so he will have a 
little money when ho gets out. 
But 
this is a long subject and I will not 
say any more about It just here. 
A 
good deal has been done, and at any 
rate conditions are a whole lot better 
than they used to be. In proportion, 
I think, to their future improvompnt 
the number of professional 
criminals 
will grow less. 


About eight months after loaving 
Dlmlra I Invented the "gas inspector" 
game. 
It was the best thing I ever 
thought up. 
Under cover of wanting 
to inspect the meter I would size up 
a house, and if It looked worth tbe 
trouble, come back later 
and 
go 
through It 
If the opportunity 
was 
good I sometimes did my work on the 
spoL 
It was a good game ana made 
me many thousands of dollars, but, 
like all such things. It finally played 
out 
I haven't touched 
it 
for 
15 
or 20 years, but it was so good that I 
still read occasionally of some ama- 
teur using it with success. 
i 


This is a good point to Illustrate the 
dlfTerence between the old-timer and 
the modern burglar, so-called. 
The 
old-timer, being a professional, turned 
all his brains to his business. The re- 
sult was that he Invented new games. 
The "burglar" of today, on the other 
hand, doesn't 
Invent anything. 
He 
simply plays the old games. As every- 
body. even the police, knows them, he 
gets 
nabbed. 


I made—and 
spent—a 
haU-million 
dollars In 30 years of burglary. 
If 
I were starting out today 1 would be 
lucky to average the wages of a day 
laborer. I know of one argument that 
will convince the average man when 
everything else fails. That argument, 
so far as my experience goes, applies 
In an abstract way to all forms of 
crookedness; 
to burglary It applies 
In terms of cash as well. It doesn't 
pay.

all

Curiously 
enough, it has been proved that the 
bellicose members' inay be produced 
artificially by giving them honey and 
brandy to drink. After a few doses of 
the mixture they become Irritable, dis- 
inclined to work, and If the drink is 
given to them for any length of time 
they refuse absolutely to work and 
when they become hungry, turn to 
plunder and attack the well supplied 
hives. 


Owners of doves tell stories of how 
in every dov^ cote there are 
birds 
that are too lazy to gather materials 
for their own nents, but will try by 
every means to steal that which has 
been gathered by their more energet- 
ic companions. 


We have also the word of a distin- 
guished 
veterinary surgeon 
that 
in 
every regiment of cavalry one can 
find horses which rebel against all 
discipline and let no opportunity 
es- 
cape for doing harm to their own 
kind. 
It is ^necessary, therefore, to 
be always on guard and sometimes to 
separate them from the others, a« 
they'Will steal their companion s toud 
whenever opportunity presents. What 
is perlmps the strangest of all U | 
that the skulls of such criminally in- 
clined beasts have an abnormal for- 
mation, the forehead being narrow aud 
retreating.

Stole $1,400,000; Freed In Court. 
Conforming 
with 
an agreement 
which had been made by all parties 
In interest and for the protection ol 
the depositors and stockholders of the 
Merchants' Union Trust company, Wal- 
ter S. Shourds, former superintendent 
of the safe deposit vaults of the trust 
company, who stole 
securities and 
cash to the amount of more than $1,- 
400,000, appeared before Judge Hall, of 
Elk county, in quarter sessious court 
in Philadelphia, and the 'indictment 
against him was submitted to a jury 
for a verdict of not guilty. The full 
value of the securities and money was 
returned by Shourds some months ago. 


In presenting the case in court Dis- 
trict Attorney Rotan laid all the facts 
before the judge. 
Shourds was origi- 
nally employed by the Union Trust 
company and was retained when that 
company merged with the Merchants' 
Trust company. 


In the latter part of last September 
a year ago officials of the trust com- 
pany informed the district 
attorney 
that Shourds had disappeared and that 
shortages aggregating between $25,0U0 
and $30.000 had been uncovered. 


The following 
January, after the 
trust company had spent 
between 
$15.000 and $20,000 in trying to appre- 
hend Shourds District Attorney Rotan 
was further notifietl that in addition to 
the cash it had been discovered that 
$1.400,000 in securities had been taken 
from the strong box of George W. 
Burnham, Jr., a director of the trupt 
company, 


Shourds went to Germany and was 
traed by letters to his wife, and re- 
turned when promised immunity if he 
returned the securities. So suspic* n 
•was Shourds that he might be trr-.j^oj 
that he ''planted" half the amount of 
the stolen 
bonds and cash in Ger- 
many, 
Subsequently when he was as- 
Bured that he need have no fear as to 
the oulLome of the case, he went back 
to Germany accompanied by a private 
detective, and the full amount of bonds 
and money was returned to the truat 
company. 


Editor Get» Jail Term. 


Alexander Scott, the editor of thf 
Weekly Issue, in Newark. N. J,, a pa 
per which has been supporting t,he 
silk mill strikers, was sentenced tc 
serve an indeterminate prison term ol 
not less than a year nor more than 
fifteen years, and to pay a fine of $ii50, 
for "inciting hostility against the gov 
ernment." 


Kditor Scott announced 
that 'hf 
would appeal from the sentence. Sen 
tencing of the thirty-eight men ami 
•women convicted of unlawful assem 
blage was deferred.

Union 
Men Are Charged With

spiring to Raise Wages to Prevent 


Competition of West Virginia Oper- 


ators, 
President John P. White and eigh- 
teen other officials of the United Mine 
Workers of America -were indicted in 
the federal court in Charleston, W. 
Va. ,on a charge of violating the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 


It is alleged that they conspired with 
the coal operators of western Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois to 
raise wages in the West Virginia coal 
fields so as to prevent its campetition 
•with the other four states in the west- 
ern market. 


Further indictments that have re* 
suited from the coal strike were re- 
turned by the federal 
grand 
jury. 
These 
indictments 
charge 
peonage 
against the W, H, Thomas Coal and 
Coke company, W, J, Pritchard, super- 
intendent, and Samuel Tabor and Wil- 
liam Thomas, employes. It is charged 
that the defendants arrested four min- 
ers and held them to work out a debt. 
The coal company operates in Mercer 
county, W. Va. 


The indictments 
returned against 
the nineteen union oillciials are said to 
be the first ever made against the of- 
ficials of the United Mine Workers of 
America charging them with violating 
the Sherman anti-trust law. It was 
commented that the indictment comes 
at a time when federal legislation is 
pending exempting labor unions from 
the provisions of the Sherman law. 


The information on -which the indict» 
ment is based is said to have been the 
result of an extended probe into con- 
ditions by District Attorney Harold A. 
Ritz, of Bluefield, W. Va,, and his as- 
sistant, H. D. Rummel, of Charleston. 


The 
indictments charge that the 
nineteen men, affiliated with the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America, did in 
Kanawha county, W. Va., and within 
the jurisdiction of the federal district 
court, engage in a combination and 
conspiracy in restraint of trade and 
commerce in the several states. The 
offense is said to have started Sept. 1, 
1912, and continued since. 


It is charged that the indicted men 
have been agents and members of "an 
unincorporated voluntary organization 
of individuals as a labor union known 
as the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, having many thousands of mem- 
bers, who 
unla\viully combined and 
conspired together with the object and 
intent of unionizing and making mem- 
bers of said organization the laborers 
employed in and around the coal mines 
of the state of West Virginia, in ordei 
that and with the intent that said or- 
ganization by regulating the wage to 
be paid to said laborers for their work 
could and would be fixed and control 
the price at which the coal mines in 
the state of West Virginia could com- 
pete with coal mined in the western 
part of Pennsylvania and in the states 
of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois in the 
markets of the states of the United 
States outside of West Virginia." 


Continuing, it is stated: "The organ- 
ization fixes the wages of the miners 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois, and it now intends to unionize 
the miners of West Virginia, and. if 
successful, to' fix the price at which 
coal of Wesi Virginia could be sold in 
the outside markets named, thus per- 
mitting the competitive states to com- 
pete more favorably in the western 
markets wit*» the product shipped from 
West Virginia." 


Wilson For Direct Choice. 


Representative Britten, of Illinois, 
sought President Wilson's views on 
his measures to provide a six-year 
eingle-term tenure for the president 
and the vice president of the United 
States, the abolition of nominating 
conventions, the nomination for presi- 
dent and vice president at presiden- 
tial preference primaries and direct 
elections without the uee of presiden- 
tial electors. 


Mr. Britten said on leaving the 
White House that the president fa- 
vored the abolition of national conven- 
tions for nominating purposes, but 
thought them necessary to draft party 
platforms. He declared that Mr, Wil- 
Bon approved pf presidential primar- 
ies and direct election, which would 
shorten the ballot. 
On the six-year 
proposition, Mr, Britten said, the pres- 
ident refrained from comment. 


Accused of Large Theft. 


Accused by Richard K. Fox, for 
many years publisher of the Police 
Gazette in New York, of having stolen 
$(i0,000 to $75,000 from him in the last 
ten years, George A, Oxx, general real 
estate, financial and business manager, 
and Adolph Chudoba, his cashier, were 
locked up In the Tombs. 


Fox had been puzzled for a month 
or more by the unusual prosperity of 
Oxx. 
Though in his employ as man- 
ager for twenty-three years at a very 
moderate salary, Oxx had been making 
considerable investments In expensive 
real estate deals.

Among the many oddities in Japan 
which are enormously big in the out- 
w^ard form» but are in reality exceed- 
ingly small, we must count the Kwan- 
non of Askusa. which is scarcely three 
inches in height and yet is house^ in 
a colossal edifice known as the Kwan- 
non Temple. 


On the other-hand, there are not a 
few things which at first sight appear 
extremely small and insignificant and 
which in truth assume gigantic dimen- 
sions. 
To this latter category belongs 
the saisen 
(offerings) daily, hourly, 
nay, every minute, unceasingly thrown 
into the offertory chests before the 
same Kwan-non Temple of 
Askusa, 
The Nichi Nichi has an 
interesting 
paragraph concerning the recepts of 
the Kwan non Temple accruing from 
the 20 offertory boxes placed at va- 
rious places within the temple com- 
pound. 
The following is the 
latest 
information upon the subject: 


At certain stated days all the saisen 
coffers are emptied under the Joint su- 
pervision of four responsible priests, 
and mountains of coins of various de- 
scriptions are piled up. 
One-half of 
these coins are five rin coppers, while 
40 per cent, of the whole are 
sen 
coins, the^ remainder 
being 
nickels, 
small silver 
and old-fashioned 
rin 
coins with square holes. 
Sometimes 
the priests find paper money, even of 
as high denomination as 5'yen and 10 
yen. 


Every 10 days these heterogeneous 
masses of small coins are exchanged 
into convenient and uniform currency 
or checks. Two money changers named 
Messrs. Yamada and Hayakawa 
are 
regularly intrusted with this custom. 
The receipts vary according to vari- 
ous seasons, and in the festive season 
of the flower season, such as the pres- 
e n t no less than 1,500 yen is obtained 
every 10 days. 
Even when the sea- 
son is unfavorable the receipts will 
not go below 700 or SOO yen. and the 
average monthly income from the 20 
offertory coffers amount 
to 
4,000 
yen. 


The manner of exchange is some- 
what unique. 
It is not conducted on 
the commission basis usually adopt- 
ed. 
The coins are exchanged, not ad 
valorem, but specifically, so to say. 
All the coins are jumbled out upon 
large scales and weighed, and the ex- 
changers take them all indiscriminate- 
ly by weight, paying 5 yen for every 
kwan-of the heterogeneous coins. 


The regular monthly takings of 4,- 
000 yen, from the 
offertory 
chests 
alone is certainly a good income; but 
we are reminded at the same time 
that the expenditures defrayed by the 
temple authorities regularly is by no 
means inconsiderable. 
When we are 
told that for the^^repairs of the temple 
buildings .alone an outlay 
of 
from 
6,000 yen to 10.000 yen is required per 
annum we can form some idea of the 
expenses in other directions. 


tinguish colors is necessary, so 
that 
these tests are no longer peculiar to 
the laboratory.

ally known outside the laboratory that

color blind— 
that is, in certain parts of the field of 
vision. 
The most normal individual 
can see nil the colors only when he 
looks directly at them. 
If looked at 
from an angle of about fifteen degrees 
red and greeu can no longer be seen, 
but in their places will appear shades 
of yellow or blue. 
This region of the 
eyes is known as the yellow-blue zone. 
If the color be moved still farther to 
the side the yellow and blue will dis- 
appear and only gray can be seen. 
This region is known as the zone of 
complete color 
blindness. 
An inter- 
esting theory in regard to those zones 
is that every normul eye represents 
three stages of evolution. 
The zone 
of complete color blindness is the low- 
est stage, and appears in such ani- 
mals as the frog, whose 
vision 
is 
known as shadow vision. 
The 
blue- 
yellow zone is one step higher in the 
scale, although not 
clearly 
marked 
off in the animal kingdom. 
And the 
appearance of 
the 
red-green 
zone 
marks the highest stage of evolution. 
Cases of color blindness are. accord- 
ing to this theory, a lack of develop- 
ment beyond the early stage of indi- 
vidual life.—Strand Magazine.

Rai^lroads Defeated In Appeals From 


Laws In 
Missouri, West 
Virginia 


Orecfon and Arkansas. 


Validity of two-cent passenger laws 
and maximum treight rates in Mis- 
Bouri, West Virginia 
and 
Arkansas 
were upheld h} the supreme court in 
another series oi decisions in the noted 
state rate cases. 


No decision was announced in the 
Kentucio' case. 
In the Missouri case 
the great majority of rates contested 
by the railroads as confiscatory were 
held valid. State freight rates estab 
lished In Oregon also were approved. 


All contentions that the state laws 
attacked 
intei fered 
with 
interstate 
commerce were swept aside, following 
the precedent in the Minnesota rate 
decision a week ago. 


In the majority of the Missouri cases 
and in the Arkansas case, the court 
held that r-inroads had presented too 
general daiu on which to base a claim 
that their property vjvas being taken 
without compensation through the op- 
eration of the new rates. 


The Missouri cases were the 
first 
taken up, and the court held that the 
rates prescribed under the state law 
to be confiscatory on the St. Louis & 
Hannibal, 
Kansas 
City, 
Clinton 
& 
Springfield, and Chicago Great West 
Springfield, and Chicago Great West- 
ern railroads, but valid as to the St. 
Louis Southwestern, the Missouri Pa- 
cific, the St, Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Eouthern,*the Wabash, the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul and the Chicago 
& Alton. 
• The court also sustained the rates 
of the Missouri law as to the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe, the Kansas City 
Southern, 
the 
Missouii, Kansas & 
Texas, the Chica^io» Kock Island and 
Pacific (including ihe St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and Colorado), and the St. 
Louis & San Fruncisco. 


The decision holding the ra-tes con- 
fiscatory 
and 
thei afore 
unconstitu- 
tional as to the Chicago Great West- 
era was made to apply, by virtue of a 
stipulation between the state and the 
railroads, to the Qulncy, Omaha & 
Kansas City railroad atid the St. Jo- 
seph & Grand Island railway. 


The/constitutionality of a state two- 
cent 
passenger 
law or a maximum 
freight law was determined In the 
Minnesota case, where the court held 
that a state had a right to pass such 
laws, provided the rates imposed un- 
der them were not confiscatory. 
This 
same application was made to the Mis- 
souri case. The decision is partly a 
victory 
for 
Missouri, as tlie lower 
court had held the rates confiscatory 
oa all the roads. 


Taking up the Burlington case first. 
Justice Hughes pointed out that the 
assessment value had been multiplied 
hy three to reach a value for rates. He 
declared that if that basis were ex- 
tended to the whole Burlington system 
tlie value upon which rates are to be 
Uased would exceed by 1115,000,000 the 
capitalization of the system. 


He declared that t!:e revenue basis, 
adopted by the lower court to appor» 
tlon the cost of Interstate and intra- 
state business was too general, when 
actual tests could be made. 


In the St. Louis and Hannibal, Jus- 
tice Hughes said neither the experts 
ior the railroads or for the state could 
find a basis on which the rates would 
be remunerative. 


In the West Virginia case the state 
two-cent passenger law was upheld 
as valid hy the supreme court affirm- 
ing the decision of the supreme court 
of appeals of West Virginia. 


Justice Hughes said the question of 
interference with interstate commerce 
was decided in favor or the state for 
the reasons assigned in the Minnesota 
rate decision. No question of confisca- 
tion was presented in the West Vir- 
ginia case. 


The supreme court also upheld as 
VAlid the rates imposed by the Oregon 
railroad commission out of Portland, 
thus affirming the federal court of thai 
state. 


The Arkansas maximum freight rate 
law and the two-cent passenger fare 
law also were upheld as valid.
